because of the inference in the President's remarks to 
the press that it was 95% correct, but DD/I does not 
object to release of the study's content to the Committee 
under a Secret or Confidential classification. 


3. It is recommended that to avoid serious contro- 
versy with the Committee, the Study be released to the 
Committee under at least a Confidential classification, 
unless such release would be embarrassing to the Presi- 
dent.
